THE BJBAMNG QUESTION. 

Humored lUtch In the Arrangements fat an 
Arbitration. 

AVamiii.ncton, Jan. C.— The reported 
hitcli in the preliminary arrangement for 
arbitration on the Behring Sea question is 
supposed to centre upon this passage in 
.Secretary of State Blaine'a diapateh to Sir 
Julian Pauncefote, of April Mth lust : 
" The President does not object to the ad- 
ditional quRslioU: respecting alleged dam- 
ages to Knglij^h 'ships, propiwed -. by .Lord 
Salisbury, if one condition can be added, 
namely, that, after tho issues of the 
arbitration aro joined, if tho United 
States shall prevail, all tho seals taken 
out by Canadian. vessels, during the period, 
shall be patd'for:at the ordinary price for 
which skins are sold." This seems lobe tho 
complement of Lord Salisbury'a'proposition, 
and he doubts not it will .secure hia Lord- 
ship's conaont. It has been a standing com- 
pUint by tlie United States in all tho Fish- 
cries negotiations, not only on tlio seal 
question, but also in respect to the seizure 
of tho Sayward, which case is now 
before tho Supremo Court and uU 
tho _ other iiahery troubles, tliat the 
Britifh fjDVornment refers these matters to 
tho Dominion (iovernmer.t, who delayed 
their reply for months. lathe present in- 
stance, the probability is that .Mr. Hlaine'a 
proposition of last April haa only just met 
with a Canadian objection. Tho pructioni 
result of the delay may possibly 
be to prevent tho issue of joint in- 
atruetiona in regard to seal poaching 
until the Canadian aeal poachers have all 
aided, next May. Secretary Blaine could 
not ba seen, this afternoon, about tho pub- 
lished report that there was a hitch in the 
Behring Sea dispute negotiations. Assistant 
Secretary Wharton, when asked about the 
matter, was extremely reticent, and declin- 
ed either to affirm or deny the re- 
ported stop to arbitration ooeaaioned 
by Lord Salisbury's alleged demand for 
a further modification of the ngrecmcut 
reached last Novend)er as a basis for arbi- 
tration. Ho added, however, that the nego- 
tiations woie still in progress, and to that 
extent, at least, discredited the truth 
of • the report. Attorney.Qeneral Mil- 
ler was seen, this afternoon, and 
when. • asked about.:, the trjith of- the 
report; simply deolined to, say anything 
about it, for the reason that it waa a state 
department matter.

It transpired that Swinburne had 
become insane while . in - confinement:, ' and 
his attack upon the warden was the result 
of a maniacal, impulse. He grow worse 
rapidly after the outbreak, and it was tound 
necessary to shut him in a padded coll, to 
prevent him from dashing his brains out. 
Mr. Hinks is thought to be dying from the 
effects of hia injuries. Tho men who camo 
to his assistance will probably be pardoned

The Police Jliiffistrato Makes His 
Statement Under Oatli, auil is 
Cross-Examiuecl. 



His Version of the . May Affair Very 
Ditfereut to the Attoruey- 
Geueral's. : ' 



Ytfaterdayi'inoping tho Royal Commis- 
sion on tlie Bely'ea'bise resumed its sitting. 
Tbo room in wliicli tho o uquiry ia being 
held Wii3 ngiiiu well filled with interested 
spectators. At tho atarb of tho proceedings 
Mr. Belyea sigaliiod his intention of going 
into the witness box and making u atato- 
ment under oath. 

Arthur Lewis Bolyoa, sworn: I recollect 
when August Miiy first oame to see nio. It 
■wus in tlio early i)-irt of Sjpteinl)or. After 
I had concluded ii police court c.iseon which 
I was engttgod, the Chief of Police told me 
thai a man from Seattle wanted to see me. 
I went into my private room and this umn 
came in immediately after me, followed by 
the CUiuf and Sergeant of Police. Tlio Cliiof 
told me that tho man wanted to see uie about 
bis 'dangbter. TIih stranger then told me 
who he was. I asked him what he wanted. 
In reply, he turned to the Chief of Police, 
and asked him for certain letters which his 
daughter, Hattio May, had written to 
Seattle. The Chiff handed me two docu- 
ments > (exhibits A and B.) These I will 
retid; ' 

Dear Pabents— I am troini? to not married, 
and Kono oast soon. Djii't worry, 1 am save. 
Good by. Your child. IIattii: May. 

ViCTOUIA, AUR. 'J7, IS'.ll. 

Dkau Paiu;n-T3— I will write to let you know 
tlial. 1 am in Victoria. I am working for a lady 
■which 1 liiiew in tioattlo. I stay with her. I 
am working for lior. I t,'et 51a a month. Tho 
reason why I wrote yon tliatl was b'oing to pet 
married was beca^l^u I know yon wouldn't like 
to lot mo KO. I like this town very much and I 
am Koi"K to stay. 1 Ikivo a Bood lionie. The 
lady took; mo over witli lier V> Seattle. iMonday 
evening. The reason why I didn't write sooner 
was because wo wore not seLtled. You don't 
havs'to worry about mo, (or I am all riRht and 
safa.t -IlwUl close my letter to day hoping to 
hoar from you soon.

This third letter (exhibit C) I have no re- 
oollcotioo of having read at all, anyhow at 
that time. It is the last letter written by 
Hattie to her sister in Seattle, and dated 
3l3t Aug., 181)1. , . ' ■ 

Dkar Sistku:— I received your letter this 
morning, and was very ulad to hoar from you. 

Sorry to tell you that I am not toinlng homo, 
and never coiil.l ninke mo go h. ino for I am 
doing iinlliing wrong. And if ynu want to 
know so hiul wlio the lady is I am staying willi 
it 13 Mrs Krio'l auil ui a roapoctfnl f iniLly, and 
it you don't, want to believe it come and find 
out for yoursolf. lilrti. Alarr lias nothing to do 
with me, Hlio has enoagli to do to attend to her 
own business without tending to mine. I tell 
you that never accuaootlior people of \v liat they 
are not guilty ; you can send nil tho police after 
mo you want they can't g .t mo home and 1 am 
notcoinine homo. Ig>irt,s.iyou know your.-elf 
how tin" they treated me. I liavo had onougli 
of it I tell you. 1 told you long time ago that 
tho day would conio when they would be sorry 
for it, B'ld 1 toll you thoy can't got mu homi for 
lara on ndtlsli soil, an 1 thoy can't get mo liomo 
because lam doing nothi g wrong whether I 
am of ago or not. I will always lot you know 
how I am getting along it you widh to hear 
from me. And as for .Mr.i. Alarr she has not 
skipped tbo town. She U rlxUl in Meattlo, and 
if you do not beliovo It go and caU on lierat her 
motlior's liouse anil you wdl llndhnr there atul 
none of them mid mo to go. I went with 
ray own free wid. Tes^io never told me 
to RO, you know better than that yourself 
No more news for to-day write another time 
nm well as over. Slater. ROijards to all. 
your sister, 

I think I gl meed over tbo <ibovo iu the 
police court subseiiuently. After I had read 
these letters I ((ueationod May as to tho cir- 
cumstances attending his daughter's leaving 
her home. Ho said that beyond the fact of 
her letters he had no knowledge how she 
left. I asked him if he knew where tho 
girl was staying in Victoria. Ue replied 
tlut he did not. When I questioned him 
about the Frieds '^he said that he didn't 
knovf them at all. Ue said he had hoard 
-ovec jiitSeattle that she had come oirer here 
with.a,!M[r8.,Marr, who was some relation of 
the Frieda. ' -I asked the iMel and aerecant 
whOthe 'Frieda were— for up to that time J. 
did 'not know who they were— whether 
I'ried wai married, and what sort of a house 
they kept., 'The officers said, so far as they 
knew, tho Friods were married and kept a 
respectable house. May did not then, or at 
any time afterwards, stite that Fried 'a wife 
had anything whatever to do with the girl 
.going away from Seattle. All he seemed 
to want was a paper to arrest the girl 
and send iier back lionie. Tliere was 
nothing in what he said that led mo to 
believe that I should be justified in charging 
tho Frieds with taking the girl away from 
Heattle, and aa far as I could learn there 
wa.i no reason tor thinking so. All lie 
wanted Wiis a warrant to arre.st the girl and 
take her back, but 1 told him that I iind no 
authority as a magistrate to do that. I 
told him if ho hiid a charge to ni;ike iig iiiist 
tho girl, it was a dill'iirent matter. I abked 
him if ho thought the girl would go buck; 
he said he didn't tluhk she would, ,Tiirl I 
told him if the girl was over Ki years of 
age she could do as she pleased, liut if 
under that age i-he would liave to go home. 
I told him his proper course wonhl be to 
got a lawyer and proceed by way of kaheai 
corpun, bring thegirl before asnpreme court 
judge, and if she wait under the age of 10, 
he would order her to go home with her 
father. Ho was satisfied with that, but 
said that ho didn't know any lawyers. I 
told him that that was my profession and 
that, if h3||^iked, I would do the work for 
him. No fee or,' charge,' whateveri was 
mentioned at that tiihe; I told him that 1 
would go down to my'bffice andconsult with 
my, partner. |before I did anything. At 
aboat'ir:30.we got'to the oflico, and, after 
consultation' with m 'partner, I decided to 
institute Aa6eo» oor;«M proceedings and take 
tho same lines as wore odvocated in the 
"VVohb case, last April or May. In the mean- 
time, my partner went down to make an 
appointment with the Chief Ju-stice, who 
was, at that time, the only judge in the 
city, for the issuance of an order for Fried 
to produce tlie girl. At ]'2 o'clock all the 
papers were ready. My reason for t.ikiiig 
all these precnutioiia was because, from tlie 
letters 1 had rend, and from what May Iind 
told me, I had reason to suppose that tho 
girl would refuse in go, and also that if she 
was still with the Friods, Frieil might be 
compelled to product; her in court before 
she could bo got away anywhere else. I 
said to May: "Now, as .soon as Fried 
comes, you as!c him if tho girl is at Ida 
house. Then ask him to deliver her up to 
you. If he agrees, go and got her. If he is 
not willing, you must swear to this alli^lavit 
at once, go before tlie Chief Justice ami get 
an order. Wlimil sent for Fried ho hud 
gone to his lunch, but would bo back at 2 



o'clock. I told this to May. Ho then loft 
my private ofiioe, and, as he reached tho 
door, ho turned round and asked what 
would this cost him. I told him the usual 
charge was $20. He never re- 
plied. Never and niiylliiiig about 
not having the money or having 
to spuil for it; he just simply turned roaiid 
and walked out. I then went to huich and 
didn't see Fried, May or anyone else till I 
came back at '2 o'clock. When I roturned 
from hiiieh, my partner, tbo clerks^ and 
Fried were in the olhce. I asked Fried: 
"Are you going to give tho girl up?" Ho 
half laughed and said his lawyers wore 
Fberts & Taylor. I said: "You refuse 
then to let the girl go';" He said: "The 
girl is with her father now, she left uiy 
house an hour ago with him." Ho then left 
and I never expu'ctcd to see May again. 
About a hour afterwards May roluviied. Ho 
said I met him in tho street. That is false, 
I never met or spoke to him on tlie street. 

1 asked him if he hadn't got thegirl. He 
said yes, but that she had run away again, 
and he believed that she was with Fried. I 
said : "We will have to proceed now aud 
go before a judge." He made a demand for 
a written guarantee that lie should not pay 
anything at all unless lie got tho girl. I 
told him that I could not guarantee a 
judge's decision, but I felt pretty 
sure that tho judge would nuiko 
an order for tho girl to go 
homo with him. ISlny in.'jisted on a 
guarantee, and I lot tho matter drop. He 
then went out. I never saw him again un- 
til I went over to the offiue of tho Attornoy- 
Oenoral. When ho was in my office he said 
that lie liad gone direct to Friod's house, at 

2 o'clock, and found his daugliter. She 
accompanied him to the post office, and 
then asked him if she ooutd go back and get 
some clothes. I then understood him to 
say that he had gone back to tho house, but 
could not get her. He didn't tell me whe- 
ther she was there or not. May stated dis- 
tinctly in his affidavit that I told him if he 
wouhl bring the $'20 before G o'clock, it 
would be all right. That is false. It was 
not uttered by mo, nor, to my knowledge, 
by anyone in my ollico. I peremptorily 
told him I would make no guarantees what- 
ever. That statement ia absolutely false. 
There was no such conversation at all. As 
to the statement that his daughter came to 
my oliice, she had never been there, 
and to my knoM-ledge, no person told 
him that his daughter had been there. 
Regarding paragraph C, of May's 
declaration, I presume he refers to 
the second time he came to my oflico. Ho 
did not tell me the girl was being harboiired 
iu the house of FVied ; he said be didn't 
know anything about them except what was 
in the letter, and ho didn't tell mo any- 
thing that would lead me to infer that the 
Frieds had improperly brought this girl 
from home, or bad anything to do witli the 
obtaining of her. I believed then as I be- 
lieve now that tho proper case for the re- 
covery of the girl was by habeas corpiM pro- 
ceedings, notwithstanding the remarkable 
opinions on this question, and the long 
rambling statement tho Attorney-Gen- 
eral gave us the other day, directly against 
the opinion of every legal authority 
for tbo last 200 years. Habeas corjiiit was 
the right remedy, the only remedy. If 
May had taken our advice, or the advice 
that I have every reason to believe wm 
given to him by Messrs.. Bodwell 
and Irving, who acted as his 
aolioitors after wo did, all the 
trouble would have been ovbided, and 
the girl restored to her parents by 
hahcfi-1 i-orpii.i proceedings, would have been 
got back homo all right. By the manner in 
which May presented tho case I sized it up, 
then and there, as a c ise of a runaway girl 
coming over her from Seattle and getting 
omploymeut in a private family in this city. 
There is an insinuation in tho declaration of 
May's that the daughter had been in my 
ollice, and also tin,' statement, a Iitt!e far- 
ther on, tliut fhe liad atcn a lawyer who hud 
given her advice. The natural conclusion 
of course is that I was the lawyer she had 
seen. 

His Lordship: Oh no. I don't think so, 
Mr. Belyea. Not necessarily. 

Mr. Belyea: I don't say for one moment 
that 5'our Lordship would draw that con- 
clusion, but there arosome parties who make 
that inference, and who will, no doubt, urge 
it in this room too. How I came to be in 
the Attorney-Oeneral's oflico was iu answer 
to a message, delivered I think by Oliieer 
McNeill, from tho Attorney-General, 
requesting me to see him at 
his office on very important public business, 
a matter of vital public importance. I 
found in Mr. Attorney's office, Chief of 
Police Sheppard and his child, and May. 
I saw no one else in the office, and didn't 
believe then that there was any one else 
liut those I mentioned, but I learned 
after a few minutes that there was 
some one else there. I hadn't the faintest 
idea of what was wanted of me. The At- 
torney General opened by reading a manu- 
.-cript in his own band-writing, contain- 
ing certain statements that had been 
made by May in reference to what had 
taken place before between him and myself 
iind partmr. He told me that these iit:ite- 
ihents had been made to him by May, liiid 
lieen tiiken down in writing, and he wished 
me to answer them or iimke any observa- 
tions that I saw fit. He did not pisa the 
document to me to read myself either then 
or afterwards. I replied to it, making in 
substance the same statement as ia contain- 
ed in my ileclaration. If I did not spccili- 
c-dly deny some of the falsehoods 
that aro in it, it was biicausc they slipped 
my memory or 1 didn't hear .Mr. D.ivie 
read them. Now 1 may as well state 
what I know about the invisible shorthand 
reporter. Mr. Davie didn't tell me there 
was a shorthand reporter to take down all I 
iii\d. I was silling on Mr. Davie's left, in 
front of liim. Almost directly to his left 
wua Sheppard, ami Miiy sat behind him to 
the right. Mr. Attorney-tienoral was sitting 
clone lo a high desk, which was up to my 
shoulder when I stood up. The first inti- 
mation I had that there was anyone in the 
room was the handing of a note across the 
desk to Mr. Davie, who glanced at it and 
nodded his head? Tlieh '^I 'suspeoted there 
was an invisible. reporter. .' If 'didn^t ' afifeot 
mo in the least. ' I went on with ; thy;' state- 
ment in the same Wiy.-* I didn't see the re- 
porter when I'\vent but.'-'-'In 'fact- I' didn't 
SCO .him . daring.'.the.prooeedings at all; I 
suppose the iute'ryiew lasted about - half-an- 
lionr. When it was conoludod, I left and 
cuuo over to town. The next communica- 
tion I had with tbo Attorney-Ocneral was 
the following, which accompanied a copy of 
May's declaration :

A QUIBBLINO ORGAN. 

Yesierday'a Times contains another long 
article on tho McLcod case. Our contem- 
porary makes, as it thinks, two good poiii ts 
against us on tlio merest quibbles. - ' lb hap- 
pened that the examination, about whicli 
so much has been said, took place on one of 
tho lust days of June, last year, and tho 
new school act came into operation on tho 
1st day of July. Belying o& this, it saya 
that wo, 

"With a cnntempt of truth that is truly 
sublime, and worthy ot lloniut John liini- 
Relf, assures us tliut the only authority com- 
petent to enquire into the niatli'r was tlic 
Coiiueil of I'ulilic Instruction. What will 
our readers tliinl; ot the Colonist when 
they learn that such a body as the Council 
of I'ublic Ins'truction wna not in existence 
at tlio time that Mr. McLcod made liis 
complaint? Would the Colonist have the 
I'riiiuip.il of the High scliool stultify him- 
self by laying a forniai charge against the 
Suporiutendent uf Education before /a tri- 
bunal yet uncomtitutod and non.e.\istcnt ?" 

^V hat will tho public think of tho Times 
\i'hen they remember that the Principal of 
the High School did make a formal coniplaint 
before a tribunal — and the wrong tribunal, 
too — which was, at tho time specified, also 
uuconstitutcd and non-exiatent. - The 
Council of Publla Instruction 'and the 
Board of City Trustees owe their origin to 
the same law, and the Council is, we rather 
think, a few days older than tho Board. 
Yet it is before this Board, which has no 
authority in the premises, that the Princi- 
pal of tho High School laid bia formal com- 
plaint, in preference to tho Council, which 
is invested with full authority to deal with 
it. It is hard not to fell contempt for a 
newspaper that resdrts to such shiillow and 
disingenuous fallacies as are contained in 
this article to deceive its readers. 

It bases another argument. on, a distinor 
tion which it stupidly makes between the 
words "promoting" and "classifying" 
pupil.i. In the neu- rule w hicli we quoted 
" promoting " as well as " cla.ssifying " is 
used, in the old rule which wus in force 
when tho examinations were hold we find 
"classifying" alone. We d'J not.thtnk 
that it requires a very profound scholar to 
see that in the matter of examining tho 
pupils of a school in operation cl.issifying 
necessarily involves promotion. It is 
therefore quite evident that the word pro- 
moting in tho new rule is mere surplusage, 
"classifying" was all that was required to 
convey the meaning intended. „ 



IMPUTATION OF MOTIVES, NOT 
'ARGUMENT. 

It is evidently the opinion of tho Times 

that tVo dsoision of un independent news- 
paper on any important public matter must 

be agiiust tho Government. Referring to 

tho MeT.eod case, it says of tho Coi.oki.st, 

that — "It reviews the evidcnco withaquasi- 

judicial impartiality, and, independent 

newspaper though it be, finds a verdict fav- 
orable to tho Government on every count of 

the indictment." It is just because the 

Colonist is really independent that it re- 
viewed the cviaence impartially and that the 

conclu.sions to which it came were uubiaeed. 
It is not a little singular that tho Times, 

though it disapproves of thesb conclusions, 

does nob evou attempt to show that they are 

uhireusoiiable or unwarranted. Piut reason- 
ing is not our contemporary's forte. It is 

much more ready to impute motives than to 

assign reasons, and to traduce an opponent 

than to meet hisargiimeats.' In this case, 

the only way it t'aKes to account for the pro- 

'tieedinga, is that the Superintendent had an 
■ • «ld grudge to settle with tho ex-Principal. 

This trick of pretending to bo able 

to read men's hearts, and of a?sum- 

iug to know what it is impossible 

for mortal man to find out, may do 

well enough for a tea-table gossip or a street- 

corner politician, but it is altogether un- 
worthy a newspaper which aims to give the 

■public reliable information, and to aid its 

readers in coming to correct conclusions. 

The Times cannot know what is in Dr. 

Pope's hearjt. - .It has. no moans of finding 

out whetMer ot^ no^he/liaa an old grudge to 

settle with Mr. MoLeod, or whether he was 

impelled by vindiotiveness in taking the 

.steps ho did. All that our contemporary 

has upon which to form its judgment are 

the facts of tho case ond these, we submit, 

lead to u very diGTerenb conclusion' than that 
to whioh the Times boa arrived. 

^y.e presnnie that our contemporary does 

not bblievo ■ that the Superin ten lent of 

Education hypnotieed tha Principal of the 

High school, anil that every move which tho 
latter made in tho case was at tho malevolent 
suggestion of hia hypnotiser.- X'Mf. iPope, 
' for instance, did not compel' Mr. McLeod 
to carry his complaint against tho Superin- 
tendent of Education to the wrong tribunal. 
Ho did not command the Principal 
to write foolish letters rd)out it to 
the newspapers while his case was 
pending. Hb did not ; influence Mr. Mc- 
Leod'a champion on the Board of Trustees 
to write stupid resolutions,'-' have them 
passed and'forwarded to the Secretary of the 
Council of Public Insti nation. When 
through the bungling and the ineddlesonio- 
noss of two or three of the trustees, Mr. 
McLeod's complaint was placed before that 
Council, Mr. Pope did not suggest that the 
- '.PnBcipal of the High School shoald assume 
" a-defiant attitude when required to sub- 
stantiate his charges against the Superin- 
tendent and the Dopartincnt generallj', and 
refuse to answer tho reasonable questions of 
the gentlemen authorised by the law to 
enquire into his complaint and to adjudicate 
upon it. It seetnB to us that from firab ito 
last of ' this unfortunate business if tlie 
Principal of tho High School had been a 
passive instrument in tho hand.Hof his worst 
enemies, ho 'jould not have taken a course 
more opposed to his interests than ho did — 
that is provided he had not ut tho beginning 
determined to . declare war to the knife 
against the authorities -'bf. the Department 
of Education . regardless of con- 
sequences. This is the aapeob in which 
the case has appeared to us for a long time. 
It seemed to ua that tho Principal was, 
almost from the beginning, bent upon oom- 
».- ,initting offioial.suiuide. There is no necesr 
■ 'eity to go outside the acts of Mr. MoLeo'd,' 
and the men who pretended to ho hia 
fririuls, to understand how his dispute with 
the ICducalion Department came to tho end 
,"--it did. 

The Times speaks of the cancellation of 
Mr. McLeod's license as .J/a ...puuishtnent." 
We do not looW on it in that ' lijjhfc. ' 'ifter 
the Principal of the High school had set at 
naught the authority of tlio Council of In- 
struction, after ho had refused to comply 
with tho reuHonable requests of the men 
invested by law with authority over the 
Department of Education, the 'dissoliition 
of tho official relation between him and 
them was a logical neceesity. Nothing ol.se 
could happen. When the subordinate re- 
fuses to acknowledgo tho authority of the 
Huperior, it is simply impossible for them to 
get along together. Tho subordinate, by 
his insubordination, disdolvea the connec- 
tion. Tho cancellation of tho certificate 
'.vas merely a rfcogiiition by the Oovorii- 
ment of a stiifce of things which hail been 
brought about by Mr. JiloLeod'sown acts. 

Tlie Times as-orts that the olTijial rejiorL 
is garbled and one-sided. This is not true. 
The report was taken in short-hand by a 
competent reporter, who wus not interfered 
with in any way. Mr. McLeod, in an in- 
terview published in Monday's Times, ad- 
mits thot the report is "substantially cor- 
rect." It is true that ho points out what Atlantic has, in America at any rate, proved 
Jio regards as an inaccuracy, but from its | to bo very far from being a failure. It may 



be said that tho people of Brazil are not yet 
educated up to tho point of supporting 
churches by the voluntary contributions 
of their members. Perhaps not, but it is a 
lesson which they must learn sooner or 
later, and their religious teachers should 
lose no time in preparing them for a state 
of things that ovory thoughtful person must 
see is inevitoble. If the olergyJKav^faith in 
tho people, and look to them aionb fortho 
ujuintenanco of religion in the country they 
will be surprised at the result. It is far 
better to depend upon tho love which the 
people have for their religion and its 
ministers than to be continually dis- 
puting and squabbling with the State for a 
pittance grudgingly given, and withhold on 
tho slightest pretext. State Churches are 
in a rather shaky condition in tho Old 
World, and it seems to us to be a very 
hopeless task to attempt to establish them 
in the New. 
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CHURCH AND STATE. 

Brazil is still in trouble. Tho didiculty 
is now with the Church. Under its old 
constitution the Cbuteh and the State wore 
closely eonneofed.' The salaries of the 
clergy were paid in the Emperor's time by 
the state, but since tho Republic has been 
established the Government has not carried 
out its obligations in this respect. When a 
bishop or a priest dies, a salary is not pro- 
Tided for his successor. Cburoh dignitaries 
in tho future will hot receive their stipends 
from the public Treasury, and the people 
have not yet acquired the habit of paying 
their religious teachers out of their own pri- 
vate resources. Tho consequence is that 
tho bishops und priests of Brazil are com- 
plaining bitterly, and; they have carried 
their case to Rome. They have received a 
favorable hearing from His Holiness, and it 
is said that ho will excommunicate Presi- 
dent Pioxotto, his cabinet, and the mem- 
bers of the Brazilian congress unlc.'-s 
measure! are taken to renew tho relations 
between. Church; and State in'; Brazil. ~ The 
Vatican will, wo- fear, find , the -case 
one of very-great^ difficulty.' Sbhie on^j has 
solid that it is impossible to indict' a' whole 
nation, and, we think, that it will be v<;ry 
iiiconvciiiciit indeed to excomniunicate all 
tho penplo. As a republic is governed by 
.the pepple,'.a3 they- are '.the sovereigos-^iiand 
tho officers^ of itate, fr^ni tho'highest to^tbe 
lowest, mei-ply their servants, the'; President 
of Brawl, the'members of his cabinet rind 
the members of Congrc-.s may all bo exconi- 
inunicaleil without the nation being very 
deeply aflected, and without there being 
much chance of the reformation required be- 
ing made. , ^ ' i ' 
It will, we think, bo found that in Brazil, 
aa in many othcrcouotrics, republicanism and 
state-ehurchism do not get along very well 
tngctlier. In a republic people aio not very 
willing to he taxed for the support of a 
church in whoso tenets they do not believe, 
indeed, it is with groat diiliculty that they 
c:Ln bo persuaded to consent to. have ■ tho 
church iij whoso doctrines they' have niore 
or less faith supported out of tho public 
treiisury. 

It has been found in the United .Stales, in 
Canada and in some other countries that 
when the maintenance of religion is left to 
the devotion and the liberality of tho people 
without tho interforonco of tho State it is 
not by any means badly provided for. "A 
free church in a frco State" expresses the 
principle which very many on this 'conti-- 
nent. Catholics as well as ProCest.ints, hold 
with regard to religion and its maintenance. 
Voluntaryism which used not very long ago 
to bo denounced in contemptuous tcrma by 
tho great majority on both sides of the

A QUESTION OF LAW. 



The Case of tlie Standard Theatre 
License Before the Police 
■ Magfistrate. 



Evidence Beceived For and Against, 
and Decision Re- 
served.

Polioe Magistrate A. L. Bolyea held a 

speuial court yesterday afternoon to con- 
sider the charge of Kelling liquor illegally, 
laid against the proprietor of llio Standunl 
thentire, and referred to in yesterday's Colo- 
nist. By invitation Messrs. Robert Ward, 
J. P., and \V. Dalby, J, .P., occupied seats 
(in the bench, though talcing no part in the 
dcliborationa of the court. 

Mr. S. Perry Mills, who a|)peared for the 
defendant, E. J. Perry, before the case was 
opened requested JVlr. Belyoa not to sit 
upon it. His instructions were, ho said, 
that the Police Magistrate had, indirectly, 
been connected with tlie cose in his capacity 
as a lawyer. 

Mr. Belyea: Where did you get that in- 
forinution, Mr. ^Mills'.' 

Mr. Mills: From Mr. Perry. 

Mr. liulyea: Mr. Pcriy knowa bettor. 
He knowa that I acted cimply as (iulioilor 
for Mr. Ailiini.s, in connection with the 
transfer of llic theatre property ; that has 
nothing to do willi the lioriiM' 
done anytliing to (lis(jualify i 
ing this case. 

Mr. Mills: You weic conaulted about the 
transfer of the liceuse by Mr. Cort, 1 am 
informed ? 

Mr. ISelyea: I had nothing whatever to 
do with the license; I acted us aolicitor for 
Mr. Adains only in the matter of the lease. 
I never met Mr. Perry tliat I know of. The 
only conversation thai I hud with Mr. Cort 
concerning the license was when I told him 
bo would have to go to the Koard for that — 
1 had nothing to do with it. 

Mr. Mills: Its rather a delicate thing to 
speak of, hut I Ijad hoped your honor would 
not sib npon this case. 

Mr. lielyca: I see nothing to prevent my 
doing so; if I did, I would assuredly leave 
the bench. 

Mr. Mills then cliiimed that the court 
hod no jurisdiction to hear the complaint, 
and referred to the presence of Mr. Ward 
and Mr. Dalby on the bench. 

Mr. Belyea : 1 am sitting alone. These 
gentlemen are only here by iry request. I 
um Bitting as poliee niagistrate to hear the 
case, and shall decide alone. 

Mr. Mills : Then I shall ask these gen- 
tlemen, Mr. Ward and Mr. Dalby, to retire 
from the bench. 

Mr. Ward : And I shall certainly decline 
to do so. I take considerable interest in 
this case, and for that reason I shall remain. 
In the absence of Mr. Belyea, we would 
have taken the case ; I am very glad the 
Police Magistrate is here to take his own 
position. I shall remain, though I don't 
say I intend to take any part in the pro- 
ceedings. Wo don't intend to act as 
justices of the peace. 

Mr. Mills : I have therefore to ask you 
again to retire from the bench. 

Mr. Belyea : I certainly liavo a right to 
ask these gentlemen to sit by me if 1 see lit. 

I met tlictn leaving the court room, and did 
usk them. 

Mr. Mills: Then I will ask you to note 
my point, your Honor. 

Mr. Bolyea: And I decline to do so. 

Mr. Mills: I say they have no right to 
sit, and Ijo considtcd. 

iSir. Belyea: Wait until lliey arc con- 
sulted. 

On being asked for his plea, Mr. Mills 
said, "Not Guilty," und the Chief of Police 
called as his lirst witness .Sorguanl Kawton. 

The sergeant's statement was that, by 
instruction of the Superintendeut, he went 
to the Standard theatre, on Monday night, 
and told Mr. Perry that he would ha\ e t j 
close his bar. Mr. Perry informed biin, in 
reply, that he was selling under u ten.pior- 
ary license, granted by the mayor, and had 
paid his license until June next, producing 
a receipt, not on the usual piinted form, 
ljut written in lead pencil. This receipt 
was produced in court, and read as follows :

Ueneived from K. .1. Porry, by toinijorary 
P'jrinisHion until sittini^ of next liccnsinK court, 
O:io Inmdreil dollar.s, to be apulicd for a license

E. C. S.MiTii, Collector. 
Mr. Perry also promised to show him the 
permit, it ho would come again at .S o'clock. 
Witness did so, but was not shown the per- 
mit — it could not be found. During the 
evening saw liquor sold over the bar by 
Perry himselfi and saw the money received 
by him. 

E. C. Smith, assistant collector fur the 
city of Victoria, was next called, and asked 
to explain the circumstances in connection 
with the giving of the receipt referred to. 
Ue said that alter the last sitting of the 
licensing coninassioners he was asked by 
Mr. Cort to go to Mr. Mills' otiice, which 
he did. The mayor was there, and instruc- 
ted him to give the receipt produced in evi- 
dence, Mr. Cort handing him a check for 

!>10(). 

Mr. Mills — Mr. Perry, you mean? 

Witness could not remember. The 
check was signed by Stevenson k .Jones, 
made pEiyablc to K. J. Perry, and endorsed 
by him. 

To His Honor: J received the money 
under the instructions of the .Mayor, to be 
applied on llie license of the Standard 
theatre. 1 issued no license — merely this 
receipt. I understood that temporary per- 
mission to sell had been granted by the 
Mayor. Hail I aubseipienlly given a re- 
ceipt in the ordinary form — "that of the 
liceuse — I would have noted on it that it 
was issued by instruction of the Mayor, he 
liiving yiven a temporary permit. (The 
t" iipoi-ary ti-an-ifiT of the license from .Mrs. 

II 'maus to E. J.l Perry, sinned by the 
Mayor, wu.s here introdueeil, and witness 
stated that he would conaiiler it a tempor- 
ary permission to Mr. Perry to sell li(|uor 
upon the license is.sucd to Mrs. Homans ) 

To Mr. Mills: I presumed that the Mayor 
had given Mr. Perry a temporary permit. 
Air. lirant's words were in eflect tliat as 
ni lyor of the city ho had given the tem- 
porary permission. I was instructed to do 
lis I did by the mayor, who claimed the 
t nwer to do OS he himself did. 

Police Constable Hendry was sworn, and 
corroborated Sergt. Huwton's testimony ; 
und 

Assistaot Clerk Smith was recalled. He 
produced the ordinary form of iiceuae 
icsucd, and said that ho had never known 
<,f u case whet! such license was issued upon 
the granting of a temporary permit. J£ad 
never taken a fee for the city on the issue 
af a temporary pernnt. As a matter of fact 
did not consider the ease in point exactly 
in that light. Thought that the money 
could noli have boon paid us a renewal of 
Jlrj. Hem.ins' license, os it had been can- 
celleil. Issued the receipt produced, upon 
the Mayor's iissuming responsibility. 

City Treasurer Charles iCent deposed that 
Mrs. Homans was not at present the holder 



of a liceuEO for the Standard theatre. The 
one issued in her name expired on the 31st 
of December, and Mrs. Hemaus had made 
no payment since that date. Should not 
consider tlio license of Mrs. Hemans renew- 
able, as it had been cancelled by the licens- 
ing board. The forms of licenses are never 
used for temporary permits. Did not give 
Mr. Perry a liceuse ; did not consider him 
entitled to one. 

Cross-oxauiined : If a license were issued, 
in the case of a temporary permit, would 
note on it the circumstances of how it waa 
acquired. Would hove acted in the same 
mauner us Mr. Smith, bad the Mayor in- 
structed him 80 to do, nnd agreed to give 
him the instructions in writing as well. 

City Clerk W. J. Dowler swore . that he 
was jlerk to the Board of Licensing Com- 
ndsiioners, and produced the book of record 
of that body. Thb license for the Standard 
theatre, held by Mrs. Hemans, was can- 
celled on January 4th instant. 

The cose for the prosecution being closed 
with the evi<liince of Mr. Dowler, Mr. Mills 
called the defendant, E. J. Perry, who 
identified the signatures of Mrs. Hemans 
and of Mayor (jrant upon the transfer from 
the former to himself, produced. Couaid- 
ered that the money given Mr. Smith paiil 
for the license for the next six months un- 
der the temporary permit given by the 
MayoV. 

U'o the liencli : It was shortly after the 
last sitting of the Licensing Court, about 
live or six o'clock, that the money was 
paid to Mr. Smith. 

John (Irant, Mayor of Victoriu, sworn, 
said that he had issued the i)erniit referred 
to at UilU) p. m. on the Dth of December 
last; considered that he had a right to do 
so under the statute. Aulbnri/.ed Mr. 
Smith to sign the document brought into 
court — at least, told him it waa (|uite right 
for him to do so. Tiie jnoney was taken 
under the temporary transfer issued by wit- 
ness. Did not consider that the license was 
vested in Mr.s. Hemans when the Hoard 
last met, and cancelled Mrs. Hemans' 
license. Considered that the license rested 
with the party holding it, and that defen- 
dant's temporary right existed until the de- 
cision of the Court of Licensing Commis- 
sioners was given to the contrary. Witness 
had not given instructions to have the pre- 
sent prosecution instituted, nor had the 
Council to his knowledge. 

The case was here rested, and Mr. Mills 
annonnoetl that he wished to get a decision 
upon which he could go to the Supreme 
Court. Ho held that the court should not 
exercise jurisdiction of a summary, nature. 
Mr. Perry had sold under a claim of right; 
he had paid the license fee on the toinpor- 
ory license, or permit, behind which the 
court could not go. He had other points 
to state, but, for the purpose of facilitating 
business, promised to sul)mit them to the 
magistrate, with the authorities, before the 
next hearing of the case, which is set for 
10 a.m., on Saturday.

('lUiii'AiiiiA, Mexico, ,Iaii. (i. — The suf- 
fering f.inong the people of the state of 
('liihualiua, on accmiiil of the drcninlil, has 
greatly inereused during the past few weeks. 
The situation is alarming to say the least. 
In this city thero are several hundred of the 
poorer Mexicans and Indians in an actual 
state of Btnrvutinii, while the reports from 
I. ho more remote di tricts are of a heart- 
rending nature. In tho towns of OUendo 
and Seavuls, sniall towns on tho lino of the 
Mexican Central railway, 150 miles south of 
here, Lorenza Manohez, a wealthy Mexican, 
Inid stored on his ranch 10,000 bushels of 
c.irn, which ho was selling to his famished 
neighbors at iho rate of about §18 per 
faiiega. The poorer classes rebelled against 
paying the (xorl'.ilant price, and, a few 
nights ago, a mob of several hundred 
men, women and children, attacked the 
warehouse and carried oil' several 
hundred bushels of corn. The niisiirly 
and liard-heurted owner was then notilied 
by a committee of citizens that unkss he 
placed a reasonable iirice on the grain 
another attack would bo made upon tho 
warehouse. Munchez comiilied with the 
order, lieports of several similar occur- 
rences that have taken place in tho Stale 
have been received hero during tho

past few days. Governor Galon is 
fully aware of tlio great sullering 
and destitution aiuoiig the people, 
Init he has made no attempt to relievo 
the sulTering by appealing to the general 
t loveriimtnt. The removal of the inter- 
state duty on grain and flour supplies has 
not benefited the people of these Stales, who 
are in actual need. The grain is all in tho 
hands of speculators, who ask prices that the 
poor and famished people cannot 
afford to liay. The American mis- 
sionaries in tills city are doing noble 
work in aiding the suiTerers, but it is im- 
possible for them to meet but a, few of the 
demands mado, upon them for assistance. 
There have_ been no less than 100 deaths 
from starvation, and the remainder of the 
population of four thousand people are in a 
pitiful eondii ion. Thero has been no rain 
in t hat section of iho State for four years, 
and every particle of the grain supply has 
been consuined. Tlio iiiagny idaiil, which 
is the only vegetable that lias survived the 
terrible (Iroiighl, is all that the ))eople have 
to subsist on, and they are Hocking lo the 
fiidds and niountaina in every part of the 
Slate.
